St. Lonis and Chicego, They reason that while 
George will probably not be elected, there 
is no telling wherésuch 2 movement as this 
willend. A big vote for George must give the 
socialist leaders great encovragement and add 
tothecir numbers and influence, George, in 
his epeeches, is comparing the situation to 
that of Franceone hundred years ago, which 
cu’minaied in the French revolution, and 
there business men fear thata great showing 
ofs'rength on the part ofthe George men may 
lend to fresh outbursts of labor d‘fiiculties. 
‘The great attention the subject is now re- 
ceiving,” said one of these men today, ‘must 
geconer or Jater injure our credit abroad. Our 
railrusd, state, city and national securities are 
largely held by men of wealthin Europe. In 
Europe they bave bad about or two with social- 
ism, and they know by actual experience, far 
better-than we do, how davgerous itis. They 
have learned to fearit, and if they see it get- 
ting hold of the people here or growing in our 
politics, the inevitable effect must be to lower 
our credi¢é and to make our securities less 
valuable. Were Henry George by ho»k or 
crook elected, or were a pronounced socialist 
made governor of one of our siates, I think 
you would see a very general sslling of Amer- 
ican secnritice on the otherside I[ know it 
would affect Wal! street prices instantly, and 
especially the price of Now York city boads.

Sr, Lours, October 27.—There are no new 
developments in the Adams express robbery. 
Superintendent Damsel was seon at his offise 
this morning and said that he gave the asso- 
ciated press all of the favte in thé case as far as 
they bad come to his knowledge yesterday, and 
atsolutely nothing new has turned up since. 
In regard to the report that Messenger Fother- 
inghem hed made a confession, he. stated that 
there was no truth in it; that they were work- 
ing en the theory that. the messenger’s story 
was true; that the latter has not. been arrested 
nor placed under surveillance, but of his owa 
accord was in. constant. communication with 
officers of the company and detectives who 
have the case in hand and is aiding them, as 
much ashe isable,in their attempt to dis- 
gover the whereabouts and identity of the 


robber. 

hes from Springfield printed here this 
mornieg, giving the story of a man who trav- 
eled from St. Louisa with an individual who 
answered the rubber’s description and Whose 
satchel contained a large number of bank notes 
tied up in packages, was shown Damsel. He 
said that if the story was true it was a very 
important rier pey A bat there were so many 
s'ories afloat of a like nature that it was difii- 
cult to select the probable from the improba- 
ble ones. They would investigate the occur- 
rence, but he doubted if it would lead to the 
cdiecovery of the robbers. Fotheringham was 
seen at the company’s office this morning by 
a reporter, to whom he told thestory of the 
robbery. He made a statement in a 
frank, straightforward mauner, without the 
slightest hint at embarrassment or confusion. 
He said that he was well aware that circum- 
stantial evidence pointed strongly to his bein 
an accessory to the robbery, but that he h 
nothing to conceal, and was confident that the 
result of the investigation would clear him of 
all suspicion. The only pointin the messen- 
ger’s statement not given out yesterday is that 
the robber told Fotheringham that he had an 
accomplice upon the train who, if he (the rob. 
ber) was unable to carry out his plans unatdod, 
would come to his assistance. L. ©. Weir, 
superintendent of the Cincinnati division 
of the Adams Express company, is in this city 
this morning, and has been in conference with 
Superintendent Damsgel concerning the rob- 
bery. It is thought they will offer a ‘arge re- 
ward for the ceptare of the robber. 

Fotheringham, in relating in detail his ex 
perience with the robbers today, said: 

‘After binding me, Cummings, as he called 
himself, took the key to the safe from my 
pocket, unlocked the safe and took the pouches 
out. He then took his gripsack and opening 
it, tried to force the ponches in without open- 
ing them, but could not doso. He thon took 
his knife from his rocket, cut the pouches open 
avd removed their contents. He 
removed some articles of clothing from 
hie bag and threw them out of a wiadow ou 
the south side of the car. We were then some- 
where near Merriman, I should judge, for we 
hed just passed throughatunnel, He trans- 
ferred the money to his bag and was then ready 
to make hisescape. Before he lefi he saia to 


mé: 
“‘¥cu would be surprised if I told you who 


am, 

ST gaté, *f don’t kfow as I would,’ 

‘ ‘Weil,’ he continued, ‘Iam Jim Cummings, 
the last of Jesse James’s gang. I wasin that 
Biue Cutjob and only got $1,500 out of it. 
Sinee then I have passed considerable time in 
Aurtralia and San Francisco. ° 

‘ He sec med familiar withthe name; and do- 
ings of various members ofthe James gang. 
When we begantaiking heremovedthe gag 
from my mouth, but when the train reached a 
roint near Pacific he replaced it eo that I could 
make no outcry, in the meantime threatening 
to blow my brains out if I attempted to attract 
any one’s attention.” 

To test the messenger’s statement 
cearch was made for the clothes 
which he said the robber had thrown 
from the train, and onsouth side of the track 
near Merriman’s several articles of clothing 
and some old papers and printed songs were 
found and have been brought to this city. One 
of the garments measured about thirty-eight 
inches around the waist, bearing ont Fother- 
ingham’s statement as to the size of the wear- 
er, Whe is supposed, of course, to be the rob- 
ber. A number sixteen collar was also found, 
Fotheringham’s statements have thus far been 
rematkebly clear and straight-forward and 
free from contradiction. The opinion is gaia- 
ing strongth that the messenger was in no 
way accessory to the robbery.

A Crazy Woman’s Deed—Death Preferable 
to Separation.

ForT VEAGH, Mo., October 27.—The follow- 
ing additional particalars regarding the late 
fight on the Crow reservation, between a party 
of Crows and Sioux, in which five Sioux were 
kilied and scalped, have just been reported. 
The expedition lJefé the Yankton agency a 
short time ago with the avowed intention of 
raiding a Crow camp on the Little, Rosebud. 
Concealing their horses in a ravine, they 
went into timber to 
tre. Their hortes wera found by the 
Crows and identified. Search was made and 
rerulted in the killing of two Sioux and three 
Crows and the wounding ofthree of the latter. 
The remaining Sioux escaped to Fort Crusser, 
and reported the fight. The Crows had a war 
dance over the dead bodies of the Sioux, shoot- 
ing their bodies full of holes and cutting off 
the head of one withanax. Report says the 
Crows are putting on paint and preparing for 
war. Itis purely an Indian muss aad not 
dab gerous to the whites. 


THE CASE SCHOOL BURNBD. 


Heavy Loss of Scientific Apparatus in Cleve- 
land. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, October 27.—The mag- 
nificent stone building of the Case school of 
applied science, at East End, which was com- 
pleted and opened about a year ago, af a cost 
of $200,000, was destroyed by fire at an early 
hour this morning. The discovery of the fire, 
shortly after two o’clock, followed by an ex- 
plosion in the chemical laboratory which blew 
out a portion of one of the walls. The flames 
soon made short work of the fine structure. 
The building was four stories in height, and 
built of sand stone, It was furnished with all 
the latest appliances for the demonstration of 
science. The total loss is estimated at $200,- 
000. The physiological and chemical appara- 
tus and geological collection were among tho 
finest in the country. The chemical apoli- 
ances were valned at $20,000, The geological 
collection was very fine. It is thought the 
building and its contents were insured for 
about $75,000, There were from fifty to sixty 
students in the school. Case school was built 
with the money left by the late Leonard Case, 
a Cleveland millionaire philanthropist. 


Iron Works Burn. 

TAUNTON, Mass, October 27.—The old roll- 
ing mill of the old Colonial Iron work, at East 
Taunton, was burned early this morning, 
cautipg a loss of $150,000, partially covere’ by 
ineurauce. The buiiding, which was 440 by 
120 feet, contained a rolling mil], machine 
shop and nail factory. Its origin is uouknown 
but it is thought to have been the work ofan 
incendiary. Itia not certain whother the 
will will bo rebuilt.

CHURCHILL ON IRELAND. 


COMMENT OF THE BNGLISH PRESS 
ON RANDOLPH. 


The Nowspapers Take His Lordship to Task for 
His Utterances-A State of Seige Declared 
in S@ofia-—Tiie Cholera News from 
All Parte of Barope, Btc., Bte. 


Bra Frokp, October 27.—Lord Randolph 
Cbhurchisl was presented with 600 addresses at 
Brad ford in the hall in which the conserva- 
tive conference was held. The hall was 
crowded. When he, accompanied by his wife, 
entered both were greeted with prolonged 
cheering. 

Lord Churchi,'! said he looked forward toa 
winter of hard and heavy work. The governa- 
ment was resolved to submit to the country 
real, gonuine measures, in accord with the re- 
forming aod progressive epirit of the age, Re- 
ferring to addresses he had received, he said 
they embodied the real and living political 
spirit.which could not fail to guide the fature 
of the country. The-vastnessof the deputa- 
tions who were presont in the conforence real- 
ized Lord Beaconfield’s prediction for the fa- 
ture of the tory party and the hold it ought 
to have on the masses of the people. He 
thenked the Dublin deputation for attending 
the conference and‘said: 

The Irish for the moment are infiuenced by asgi- 
tators. Unfortunately, men who formerly occu 
picd high government offices are now using their 
reputations to weaken the crown’s authority. For 


these reasons constitutional principles are forihe 
moment at a Giscount in Ireland. 

He desired to popularize constitutional 
principles in Ireland which would be a benefit, 
the same as in England, by a just, strong and 
orderly government. The fortunes of the 
Irish people were no longer to be a subject for 
sport and play, but the battle ground of politi- 
cal parties. 

At the conservative eonference at Bradford 
yesterday Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, M. P., 
moving a vote of thanks to Lord Randolph 
Churchill for his speech and to the association, 
said he believed the time coming would be the 
werst the United Kingdom had ever expari- 
enced in agricultural depression. 

After speaking at the conference, Lord Ran- 
dolph Courchill addressed a large overflow 
meeting. His remarks were confined mainly 
to leca] matters. He returned to London to: 
dsy. While in Bradford he received two hun: 
dred conservative addresses. 

Lonpon, October 27.—The Standard, com- 
menting on the speech delivered by Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill last night, says: 

Lord Randolph Churchill’s speech fails tocome 
to the Jevelof theone madeby him at Dartford.

Lord Racdolph failed to avail 
bimeelf of the chances at his command forthe 
usual depariure from the lines laid down in his 
former oration at Dartford. {t is unfair and unwise 
to assume that the bulk of the liberals will adopt 
or abet the tactics of the Parnellites. Despite the 
vagueness of Lord Randolph’s proposal for a rem- 
ecy, we don’t think the application of the closure 
by a bare msjority will commend itself tothe goy- 
ern ment.

Darttord programme it may be accepted asan ac- 
ccioplished thing. Its principles, at no distant 
period, will he ince ed inthe statute books.

THE TROUBLE IN BULGARIA, 


The Regency Taking Precautions Against a 
Coup d’Etat, 

Soria, October 27.,—General Kaulbars has 
notified the regency that if the conspirators 
egainst Prince Alexander be punished, the 
Russian government will have recourse to ex- 
treme measures. The regents, suspecting 
that itis Kaulbars’s intention, during their 
absence et Tirrova, to assist the Zankoilites 
in Sofia to form a new ministry, have taken 
the precaution to canuee the arrest of 
all suspected perseng and havefordered troons 
to he in readiness to suppress the revolt. A 
state of ciege will be proclaimed in the event 
efacoupa’ ctat being attempted. Another 
Lussian war ship is going to Vuraa. A proto- 
co’ hae heen signed renewing diplomatic rela- 
ticns between Servia and Balgaria. It pro- 
vides for a treaty of commerce and for a refer- 
ence of the several disputes to a joint com- 
mission. 

M. Karaveloff refusedito go to Tirnova be- 
cauee of being insulted or assaulted. Hoe ar- 
gues that it is useless to convoke the sobranje 
in face of the Rassian opposition. The so- 
brarje, he says, hasno right to depose him 
from the regency and declares that if it does 
he will retire under protest. 

LONDON, October 27.—It is ramored that 
the political friends of Lord Hartington are 
urging him to postpone his departure for India, 
as they fear the winter session of parliament 
will be called when his presence would be 
necessary. The Standard believes that Bia- 
marck bas been sounded on the subject of a 
successor to Prince Alexander of Bulgaria and 
that he said that in the event of Russia refus- 
ing to nominate or accept a candidate for the 
threne cf Bulgaria, which cannot remain va- 
cant fur an indefinite period, she would not be 
justified in offering further opposition to the 
return to Prinee Alexander.
